Hardware Keview: A First Hanc 
Look at The Oliger Dick System 
by Christopher Raynak 


We all have troubles in this world of coaputers and tape 
drives, but once in a while we can see hope of a way out. 
The first option apen to a computer user is a Micro Drive 
which works fine but still has fagily ties with a regular 
cassette’s probless. However the ultimate goal of any 
computer user 1s to have trouble free data transfer in a 
systea. and that is what I achieved with John Oliger’s disk 
drive svstes. 


AT A GLANCE 


When I first received ay disk interface I was very impressed 
at what I saw. The printed circuit boards were in seperate 
packages, each with their own chips. The chips were all 
packed in plastic IC holders, anc the static sensitive chips 
were all aarked. This was very handy because the first thing 
you ustally do when you get something in the mail is 
aindlezsly paw through it’s contents! The quality of the 
boards was outstanding! I’ve seen many other add-ons that 
didn’t have a prayer of going together easily, but these 
boards had al] the component locations aarked on thea, and 
also had plated through holes! These holes save you a great 
deal of time because you don’t have to make ANY juaper 
connections from one side of the board to the other. If scae 
of you have Paul Hunters 8K sesory board you can get an idea 
of the quality I’ speaking of. 


COMPONENTS OF THE SYSTEM 


To run an Oliger Disk Systea, you need a total of 3 boards: 
1) board "A", 2) board "B* and 3) the expansion board. Board 
"A" and "B° are a little bigger than the cartridges used in 
the 2068. One is used as the disk controller, and the other 
is used for the DOS. (JLOQ SAFE BASIC+8K static RAM). The 
expansion board has 4 slots in it that are used for John 
Oliger products. You can plug boards "A* and *B* into any of 
these slots. 


KIT OF ASSEMBLED??? 


You can purchase this system in kit or assembled fora. I 
chose to get the asseabled expansion board and boards °A* 
and "B" as a kit. If you feel coafortable with a soldering 
iron I think you could go the same route. Assembly time took 
ae about 3 hours’ It was one of the easiest kits to assesble 
that I’ve cone across in a long while! 


CONNECTING THE DISK SYSTEM 


Once you’ve asseabled the boards and plugged thea in you 
need a disk drive. You can use up to 4 drives with the 
system ranging from 3 to 5 1/4 in size. I had wy own plan 
for this, (unfortunately it resulted in 1 smoked drive'), but 
I] suggest you purchase one of those $49.00 dollar disk drive 
housings with power supply and a data cable, 


USING THE OLIGER DISK SYSTEM 


One of the nice things about the JLO SAFE BASIC is that it 
doesn’t take up any mesory at all! The 8K ROM is bank 
switched in and out of the 0 to 16K area when used. Loading 
and saving files is accorplished by using the LOAD cosaand 
like this: LOAD/1. The / isn’t normally accested by the 204 
but the JLO SAFE BASIC monitors for this input and acts 
accordingly. All files are handled in a simple way; you have 
files that are.number 1 to X, each composed of SSK chunks. 
So on a 360K drive you can typically get 8 files plus a 
directory. The directory you load by just using: LOAD 
CENTER] which loads are runs file 0. You write your own 
directory format in BASIC in this file te select other files 
on the disk. Foraating a diskette is alsc quite easy! All 
you do is use the FORMAT cosmand! If formatting is 
Unsuccessful you’ll get a "Tape loading error” message. Now 
JLO SAFE BASIC is very “basic” and some people may not care 
for all files, regardless of size, being saved as SOK 
chunks. But I feel it is one of the BEST DOS systeas I’ve 
seen because it is siaple to use! John Qliger also promises 
to cose out with a new operating systea by Ray Kingsley 
which will have full file handling (as of this writing 
already 3 versions of JLO exist! ). 


USEFUL FEATURES OF THE SYSTER 


One of the items that makes the Oliger disk system appealing 
is it’s compatibility! The system will work with BOTH Tisex 
and Spectrum ROM’s/eaulators with no problem! Also, the 
systema is fully decoded so you can use any other add-on with 
it. The JLO SAFE BASIC contains the software for future 
implementation of Bank switching of meaory also' The latest 
development for the system is the NMI (Non-maskable 
Interupt). This allows you to save ALL software to disk at 
the press of a button. All you do is load in the prograa, 
press the NMI button, and the system beeps, Then you press 
any key, 1 through 0 to save the progran to- that file 
nuaber, When you reload the prograa it starts from the point 
you saved it! 


CONCLUSION 


All over, the Oliger Disk system is one of the finest pieces 
of work I’ve seen in a while! Other than a few power 
probleas I’ve had, nothing else has caused me any 
regrets. (power problems caused by the Tisex), If you would 
like further information please write tc The John OQliger 
Co., {$1601 Whidbey Dr., Cumberland, IN 46229.
